LONDON, Oct. 10, 8 a. m.—A dispatch to 
the Morning Post from Chefoo says it is 
persistently rumored that Japan has sent an 
ultimatum to Russia in reference to the 
evacuation of Manchuria. It is said that the 
ultimatum expires on Sunday. The Russians 
at Chefoo have armed themselves, fearing 
that trouble may be incited by the preponder- 
ating Japanese element there, The corre- 
spondent believes that the situation is grave. 

The Times correspondent at Vienna sends 
confirmation of Russia’s extraordinary prep- 
arations for war with Japan. The railways 
of, the whole transcaspian district are se- 
riously crippled by drafting men and ma- 
terial for the far east. | 

The Paris correspondent of the Standard 
claims good authority for stating that the 
governor general of Manchuria has eoncen- 
trated several brigades on the frontier of 


Corea. | 
France and Britain Urge Peace. 
France and England are together working 
to avert war between R and Japan. 
When the French foreign minister, M. Del- 
.casse, accompanied President Loubet to Lon- 
don recently he discussed with Lord Lans- 
downe the possibility of a Russo-Japanese 
war, Both agreed to exert the utmost pos- 
sible pressure to prevent their respective far 
eastern allies, Russia and Japan , from com- 


that any such war might involve France and 
England in hostilities. 

To avert this a private understanding was 
arrived at that Minister Delcasse should 
urge pacifiCc measures at St. Petersburg, 
while Lord. Lansdowne should use every.en- 
deavor to keep Japaifin checK. 

This undefstanding is a most imoprtant 
factor looking to peace in the far east, and, 
taken in connection with the Japanese as- 
surance to Russia, it goes far'to explain the 
teeling of security exhibited in London and 
several other European capitals in connec- 
tion with the alarmng reports emanating 
from Ching and elsewhere. | 

Japan Eager for War. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

TOKIO, Japan, Oct. 9.—The greatest ac- 
tivity prevails in’ army and naval circles. 
The Marquis Yamagata, commander in chief 
of the army, is in almost hourly conference 
with the secretary for war and with his lead- 
ing staff Officers. |

Russia Not Yet

ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 9.—Ru§sian sentl- 
ment, as far as it is reflected in official circles 
and in the press, which is of course controlled 
by the government, is not alarmed at the 
tension over the Manchurian and Corean 
question. 
In diplomatic circles the situation is re- 
garded with some uneasiness, but the hope is 
expressed that a peaceful solution will be 
found. | 
While the foregoing reflects the sentiments 
of St. Petersburg, it is not denied that there 
may be a different feeling in the Russian 
orient. Some disquiet has been caused by a 
statement made by a Port Arthur newspaper, 
the Novykrai, declaring that the Japanese 
foreign and war ministers have joined the 
Japanese war party. The Novykrail adds 
that the Japanese government telegraphed 
St. Petersburg Aug. 25, protesting against the 
further military occupation of Manchuria. 
The Russian minister, baron. de Rosen, at 
Tokio, answered that Russia was unable to 
make definite promises, pending the nego- 
tiations, and requested explanations regard- 
ing the protest. Japan still, according to the® 
Novykrai, explained and demanded a final 
answer regarding Russia’s intentions within 
three weeks, after which serious measures 
could be expected.

BATTLE IN A PRISON. 


Convicts in Utah Penitentiary 
Make Bold Dash for Liberty. 


ONE IS KILLED BY GUARD. 


Two Succeed in EecapingThree Are 
Wounded and Captured. 


Convicts in the Utah state penitentiary made 
a well planned and partly successful attempt 
to escape tonight. As a result one convict 
was killed by a shot from a guard, three 
other convicts were wounded, a guard was 
wounded by a shot, another man was beaten 
into insensibility, and two convicts under 
death sentence escaped. 

The dead convict is Frank Dayton, who 
was serving a twelve year term for attempt- 
ed highway robbery. Those who escaped are 
Nick Haworth and James Lynch, both mur- 
derers under death sentences. 


Overpower Two Guards. 


The outbreak took place about 6:30 p. m., 
just as the prisoners were being placed in 
their cells for the night by Guards Wilkins 
and Jacobs. Two of the prisoners suddenly 
sprang on Wilkins and Jacobs and over- 
powered them. Wilkins was shot and Jacobs 
frightfully beaten. The convicts took the 
prison keys from the guards and releasel 
five othter prisoners. The seven then com- | 
pelled Guard Wilkins, notwithstanding his 
injuries, to march at their head, and, with 
the assistance of ladders found near the 
workshop, they proceeded to scale the wall. 
Wilkins was made to ascend first. 

As the first convict reached the top, Guard 
Naylor, who was on the south wall, opened 
fire. This gave the general alarm and sev- 
eral guards seized their guns and hastened 
to the scene. ,Guard Driggs reached the wall 
just as Convict Dayton and Ed Mullan were 
descending on the outside, He ordered them 
to halt, and then fired, killing Dayton. A 
second shot struck Mullan in the leg and he 
dropped to the ground, his body falling over 
the body of Dayton. , 


Runs, Although Wounded. 
The other five convicts succeeded In getting 
outeide the wall when they were fired upon. 
Abe Majors, a life term murderer, was shot, 
in the arm. Nick Haworth also was shot, 
but he continued his flight. Harry Waddell 
was shot in the leg, but Lynch escaped. 

At the foot of the wall were found several 
cartridges which the convicts dropped as 
they came over. Two of the prisonefs were 
armed with revolvers, but where they se- 
cured the wapons is not known. 

A posse of guards with biloodhounds was 
promptly started after the escaped convicts, 
but owing to darkness and the wild nature 
of the country im the immediate vicinity of 
the prison no vesults are looked for tonight.

“We were living beyond our means, so we 
stole to make up the deficiency. It was either

With this confession frankly made, James 
B. Preston and Peter D. Hax, members of the 
Ashland club and other west side social or- 
ganizations, were locked up in the Desplaines 
street station last evening. They are charged 
with larceny, embezzlement, and a con- 
spiracy against the firm of Sears, Roebuck 
& Co. The conspiracy, the police say, would 
have netted them thousands of dollars in a 


short time. 


The prisoners, neither of whom is over 22 
years old, admit having appropriated goods 
valued at more than $1,000, but the police 
say this is only a small part of the thefts. . 


Also Spoils a Wedding. 


The arrest of Preston also will interfere 
with his contemplated marriage to an Oak 


Park young woman, whose father is 


wealthy Chicago business man. 
Both young men are former residents 


of 


Saginaw, Mich., where their parents are 
well known, Coming to Chicago-three years 
ago each secured a position as bookkeeper— 
Preston with Sears, Roebuck & Co., and Hax 
with the American Radiator company. Their 
small salaries as beginners did not prevent 
their application for membership in the 


Ashland club and other organizations. 


For the last year the department heads of 
Sears, Roebuck & Co. have been aware of 
unaccountable leaks that cost the firm much 


money every month. 


Accounts had been opened from other - 
towns, apparently sanctioned by the credit 


men of the firm, 


and goods had been 


shipped. Investigation proved that the “O 
Kk.” of the credit men was an error, suppos-

‘LABOR HAS A THREAT 


T. L Kidd Says Workers May Draw 
$300,000,000 from Banks. 


SUITS ALARM THE UNIONS. 


Actions Brought by Employers Said to 
Be Aimed at Savings. — 


“ Organized capital, through its anti-boy- 
cott and employers’ associations, must stop 


or the union men will withdraw §$300,000,000 
from the banks.” 

Such was the statement made yesterday 
by Thomas I. Kidd, vice president of the 
American Federation of Labor, after an in- 
vestigation of the damage suits which the. 


-ployers’ associations have filed against 
trade unions within the last three months. 

Mr. Kidd intimated that it was within the 
power of union labobr to throw the country 
into a financial panic by taking from cir- 
culation the $300,000,000 which he says labor 
controls, In this connection it may be stated 
that the money stock of the country ap- 
proximates $2,275,000,000, 

Says Situation Is Grave. 

“The situation is most grave,"’ continued 
Mr. Kidd. “ The workers, their leaders, and 
their bankers have become alarmed. A feel-' 
ing of unrest is sweeping over the country 
as. reports come in that the employers are 
using the courts to deprive the unions and 
their individual members of their saving ac- 
counts. 

‘Organized labor, through the unions 
themselves, controls over $100,000,000, and a 
conservative estimate places the private sav- 
ings of the members at $200,000,000 more. 
Does capital believe that labor will allow 
this money to be jeopardized by suits to re- 
imburse the employers for losses in 
strikes and boycotts? 

* In the face of warnings from experienced 
bankers the Anti-Boycott association had 
filed suits in Danbury, Conn.; New York, Chi- 
cago, and Berlin, Can. It has asked for 
heavy damages and attached the cash, the 
property, and funds of the union men. Do 
the capitalists think that labor is going to 
stand back and let its money be taken 
from it?” 

Money Controlled by Unions. 

According to Mr. Kidd, the united mine- 
workers have more than $1,000,000 in their 
general treasury, while the Lilinois branch 
has more than $500,000 as a defense fund 
alone, and branches in the other mining 
states have big deposits.

Judge’s Cure in Detail. 

This was Judge Grosscup’s prescription in 
detail: 

“Put the organization of all corpora- 
tions on a basis that is fixed and above all 
considerations simple and known; compel 
them to start on assets reasonably equal to 
their capital; keep them subject to inspec- 
tion, as banks and trust companies are now 
organized and inspected, and uncertainty— 
not uncertainty of judgment but uncertainty 
respecting the facts on which judgment acts— 
will disappear. 

“In this way and in this way only in my 
judgment will the government be saved thd 
scandal of putting ite stamp on the en- 
terprises that in many cases call immedi. 
ately thereafter for proseeution as schemes 
to defraud.” | 

In advancing his contention of present 
danger, the speaker pointed out that fommes 
owners were withdrawing since incorporation 
from any real authority over the plants 
they once owned, and that they and all own- 
ers of corporation stock were becoming 
lenders of money to the persons who manip- 
ulated the stock and directed the enter- 


prises. 

“ The actual and beneficial ownership of the 
enterprises,” he said, finds its way directly 
to the borrowers, The lenders are the people 
at large.

TILLMAN TELLS HISSTORY 
OF KILLING OF N. G. GONZALES 


Defendant in Murder Trial Says He Was 
Satisfied Theat His Opponent Was 
Armed and Meant to Shoot. 


Lexington, 8. C., Oct. 9.—James H. Till- 
man, on trial on the charge of murdering 
Editor N. G. Gonzales, on the stand today 
told in detail the story of the shooting. His 
claim is that a motion made by Gonzales led 
him to believe the editor was about to draw 
a revolver. Then he drew his pistol and 


fired. 

Mr. Tillman admitted he had told friends 
the general understanding was that when he 
and Gonzales met they would “ shoot it out.” 

When he took the stand today Mr. Tillman 
was asked what imptession was made upon 
him by the editorials written by Mr. Gon- 
zales. He replied that they were intensely 
bitter. | 

Mr. Tillman, in giving his version of the 
shooting, said he was walking down from 
the statehouse after the adjournment of the 
state senate, Jan. 15, in company with Sena- 
tors Talbird and Brown, the former being on 
the outside, the latter on the inside. Be- 
fore reaching the transfer station, he said, 
he noticed Mr. Gonzales down the street 
looking at him intently." He said he (de- 


_fendant) had on his overcoat, buttoned. He 


said he hever took his eyes from Mr. Gon-| 
zales and that Gonzales did not take his eyes’ 
of him. 
_He said Mr. Gonzales had on an overcoat 
tightly buttoned, with hands in his pockets, 
thumbs sticking out. Mr. Gonzales cut diag- 
onally across in front of him, he said, and 
the thumb of his right hand disappeared in 
his pocket. He said he thought Mr. Gon- 
zales was going to draw a weapon, and he 
fired first, saying, “I got your message.” 

The message, Tillman said, referred to the 
statements reported to him by Witnesses 
White and Holsenbach. These statements 
were to the effect that Gonzales had said he 
had made Tillman show the white feather 
twice before and would do it again. The 
defendant said he did not fire a second shot, 
as Mr. Gonzales did not draw a pistol. 

On cross examination the defendant said 
he had reason to expect, from the moment 
he saw Mr. Gonzales, that he (Gonzales) 
would shoot when they met.

New York, Oct... 9.—[Special.}—Seven lives 
were sacrificed today in accidents caused 
by the deluge of rain which began on Thurs- 
day morning and continued until this aft- 
ernoon, and property worth many millions 
of dollars was destroyed by the flood. 

Such a downpour never before has been 
chronicled in New York. Waves surged 
through the city streets; entire sections were 
isolated for hours by the vast lakes that 
rendered traffic impossible; railroad trains 
and trolleys had to be abandoned; cellars 
were inundated, extinguishing the fires of 
factories.and bringing commerce almost 
to a standstill; the public parks were wrecked 
and many walls were demolished. 


Miles of Brooklyn Submerged. 


In Brooklyn the damage was even greater 
than in Manhattan. Miles of outlying terri- 
tory were submerged, and the only means 
of communication was by hastily construct- 
ed rafts. Schoolhouses were closed and fire 
engines answering alarms had their fires 
extinguished by the flood. Five horses were 
drowned in one of the city streets. 

Paterson, N. J., which is just recovering 
from the ravages of fire followed by flood, 
again suffered. The water was five feet 
deep in streets near the river and the lower 
stories of many houses had to be abandoned. 
Boats were used to remove persons in ex- 
posed positions and to carry provisions to 
others. 

Pompton Dam Is Burst. 

The dam confining the waters of Pompton 
lake,,N. J., burst. The iron bridge across 
the Ramapo river was carried away and a 
hundred houses below it were partially sub- 
merged. The engine room of the Pompton 
iron and steel works was demolished. Pomp- 
ton was isolated, as no trains could pass. The 
lake, which was emptied, was more than a 
mile long and half a mile wide. 

Nearly all the cities in northern New Jersey 
were partly flooded. Electric light plants had 
to close, schools could not open, and many 
houses were wrecked. 


Many Trains Abandoned. 


While railroads were generally able to run 
some trains in and out of New York, all suf- 
One branch of the Brie road was 
abandoned after fruitless attempts to get 
through a train. The Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western road, the West Shore, and the 
Susquehanna were blocked during a portion 
of the day. The New York

ran irregularly. 
| Many persons were unable to get to their 
homes from this city. Those who arrived 
from out of town by ferry found difficulty 
in crossing the expanse of water that flowed 
through the streets along the river front. 


Record of the Rain Guage.

TAKES PHOTOS IN COLORS, 


J. H. POWRIE CLAIMS HE HAS 


SOLVED OLD PROBLEM. 


Announces to His Friends That He Has 
Invented a Plate Which Does Away 
with the Ray Screen and Produces 
Transparencies with All the Hues 
of Nature Correctly Reproduced— 
‘Now Hopes to Produce a Paper That 
Will Give Correct “ Prints.” 


A new system of color photography by 
which the inventor says any amateur with 
any camera can reproduce any scene in nat- 
ural colors was announced yesterday after- 
noon by John H. Powrie, its originator, to a 
group of friends at his laboratory, 139 East 
Fitty-sixth street. | 

Mt. Powrie’s methed, which is known as 
the Powrie-Warner process, is the result of 
years of study and experiment. Since 1893 
he has been working on color photography, 
but only within the last two years has he 
been able to devote his whole time to ex- 
periment, through the generosity of a friend, 
Miss Margaret Warner, who has furnished 
the necessary funds, Mr. Powrie when he 
came to Chicago in 1901 tuok up the work of 
experiment where it had been abandoned 
by the International Color Photography com- 
pany, an organization which failed after 
sinking over $100,000 in an attempt to finda 
way toreproduce colors. Aided by Miss War- 
ner he has now, he declares, achieved suc- 


cess. | 
The process which Mr. Powrie has perfect- 


ed has for its foundation a principle discov- 


ered in 1860. Photographs were made in the 
usual way, but through a fine screen ruled 
with 300 to 400 lines totheinch. A plate was 
then prepared with similar lines in red, 
green, and blue, the primary colors. When 
the photographic negative, or a positive 
transparency made from it, was superim- 
posed on the “ color screen,”’ it was found 
that all the colors of the object photographed 
were accurately reproduced. 
No practical results were obtained, how- 
ever, as no cheap way of ruling the color 
screen was found. Mr. Powrie has invented 
a photo-chemical process, he claims, by 
which the lines are laid down on sensitized 
gelatine. This is then covered with a sensi- 
tive emulsion, and there you have the plate 
ready for use. | 
New machinery is being constructed by 
which 200 dozen of the prepared plates can 
be turned out each day. As yet they can be 
used only for making transparencies on 
glass, but Mr. Powrie expects to make a 
sensitive paper ruled with the color lines so 
that the photographs can be printed in the 
same way that ordinary prints are made. 


STRANGE MEETING AT BIER 
OF DIVORCEE AND WIDOW. 


Former to Take Charge of Funeral of 
Francis Frank Today—Latter Under 
Guard, Accused of Killing Husband

She declared she had acted in 
self-defense.

Early 
in the morning he was found staggering 
about the street in front of his house bieed- 
ing from a deep gash in his side.“ in the 
house the police found blood stains on the 
floor and finally discovered a.bloody butcher 
knife. Then Mrs” Frank was arrested. 

She protested her innocence and Frank told 
a story of an encounter ,with three burglars, 
one of whom had stabbed him: The neigh- 
bors told the police that the couple had quar- 
reled frequently and that Mrs. Frank pre- 
viously had used a knife on her husband. 

Frank died at 2 o'clock in the ‘afternoon. 
Then, to the surprise of the police, the body 
was claimed not by the widow but by an 
unknown woman, who simply stated that 
she had been the man's wife until divorced 
and that she wished to provide for the last 
rites in His memory. She married Frank tn 
1888 and was divorced four years later. Six 
months after the divorce Frank married the 
woman, who now ts charged with killing him. 

The divorced wife, who had been given the 
custody of the three children, never married 
again. She continued to reside in the neigh- 
borhood, and the children spent as much 
time with thefr father as with their mother 
She has dropped the name Frank and is 
known as Mrs. Amélia New. 

Frank was 45 years old. He was a patrol- 
man at the New City police station until re- 
tired from the force under Chie: Kipie;.

BAIREUTH TEACHER CONVICTED 
OF INHUMAN CRUELTY. 


Andreas Dippold, Intrusted with Care 
of Two Brothers, Subjected Them to 
Continued Suffering for Eighteen 
Months Until One of Them Died — 
Surviving Child Tells Story of the 
Other’s End in Court—Speetators 
Threaten Life of Prisoner. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.)} 

BAIREUTH, Oct. 9.—Andres Dippold, a 
teacher, was found guilty here today on a 
charge of manslaughter for having caused the 
death by il] treatment of a boy who had been 
Instrusted to his care. 

Robert Koch, president of the Deutsche 
bank, placed his two sons, 14 and 12 years 
old, in the care of Dippold during the sum- 
mer while Koch and his wife were in Paris. 
Dippold treated the boys with the greatest 
brutality, tying them by their hands and 
feet in bed at night and otherwise maltreat- 
ing them. The elder boy ultimately died from 
his misusage. The prisoner was sentenced to 
eight years’ penal servitude and ten years’ 
deprivation of civil rights. _Medical experts 
who examined him testified he was sane, but 
@ moral degenerate. They said he was af- 
flicted with a mania for blood, which could 
only be satisfied ‘by inflicting torture. 


Spectators Threaten the Prisoner. 

The mildness of the sentence, which ap- 
parently was the heaviest that could be de- 
manded, excited the spectators to fury. Men 
and women rose from their seats and threat- 
ened the prisoner. The indignation had been 
excited by the testimony of the surviving 
brother, who stated that besides. flogging 
them mercilessly on every part of their 
bodies, Dippold kicked them and trampled on 
them with nailed boots. 

When asked why he did not complain, the 
boy said Dippold told him and his brother 
their parents thought it good for them to be 


thrashed as often as possible, 


Boy Tells of Brother’s Death. 

The little boy, whose named is Joachim, told 
the story of the death of his brother Heinz. 
He said the latter was flogged with unusual 
severity until Be was so weak he begged to 
be allowed to remain.-in bed. Dippold 
dragged him out and kicked him, then he 
took him to the bathroom, where he held him 
under a douche until the+oy fainted. When 
he recoyered Dippold ordered him to per- 
form gymnastic exercises. Heinz was too 
weak, whereupon Dippold compelled Joachim 
to beat his brother’s hand with a cane. 
Heinz fainted again and Dippold then car- 
ried him to Led ani went out for a walk. 

oachim crept to the bedside and asked his 

rother why he was breathing so hard, and 
received no answer. Then in great fear he 
sod after Dippold and told him Heinz was 


Ill Treats Dying Boy. 

Dippold replied he was only pretending, 
but returned to the house and poured water 
in Heinz’s’mouth to revive him. This was 
of no avall, so Dippold then placed his hand- 
kerchief over the boy’s mouth to deaden ail 
sound. 

The parents, who were present, covered 
their faces and sobbed. They seemed to 
have accepted Dippold’s assertion that the 
boy was addicted to vicious practices and 
assented to his curing them. 


Anglo-French Arbitration Treaty Not 
Effective on Morocco and New- 
foundland. |

Treaty Signed Next Week. 

LONDON, Oct. 9.—The Anglo-French 
treaty of arbitration is expected to be signed 
by Foreign Minister Lansdowne and Am- 
bassador Cambon at the end of next week. 
The news of the treaty came as a complete 
surprise to the foreign embassies here. The 
opinion there expressed is that the Anglo- 
' French arbitration treaty will not affect the 
previously concluded treaties, such as the 
Anglo-Japanese treaty, which provides that 
under certain conditions Great Britain will 
be obliged to support Japan in the far east. 


TURKS RAIDING IN BULGARIA. 


Report That One Band Crossed Frontier 
to Karamantza and Plun- 
dered Houses.

LONDON, Oct. 9.—Dispatches from Sofia 
and Kostendil report that the Turkish bat- 
talion which crossed the Bulgarian frontier 
in pursuit of insurgentg attacked the Bul- 
garian blockhouse near Karamantza, occu- 
pied by six soldiers.

SATOW SNUBS THE DOWAGER. 


British Minister at Pekin Refuses to 
Attend Her Reception and Gives 
His Reasons.

PEKIN, Oct. 9.—The dowager empress gave 
the first reception of the season to the diplo- 
matic corps at the summer palace ‘today. 
Sir Ernest Satow, the British minister, de- 
clined to attend any such function so long 
as the editors and .other.employés;of the 
newspaper Supao in Shanghai, .who are ac- 
cused of sedition,*are kept-prisoners. He 
also declined because of the ‘recent’ bloody 
“murder by order of the dowager empress of 
Schen Chin, the patriot and reformer.

Six Applications for Permits.

_. Injunction Made Permanent. 

Judge Grosscup in the morning made per- 
manent his injunction of Aug. 15 prohibiting 
therattorneys for the minority stockholders 
objecting to the plan of reorganization of the 


- Union Traction and its underlying compa- 


nies from attempting to interfere with that 
reorganization. This permitted the objectors 
ac. once to perfect their appeal, and the judge 

t the same time, notified them that the in- 
junction would remain in force pending 
these proceedings, or until, if it should so 
happen, an upper court should reverse the 
order. 

Levy Mayer at once began a series of inter- 
rogatories as to how far he could go ih the 
way of further proceedings in thé state court 
attacking the reorganization, which resulted 
in a sharp retort to John S. Miller, who had 
answered a question or so addressed to the 
court and to whom Mayer said: 

“Who appointed you to jepaak for the 


court in this matter?’’ 


Questions by Mr. 

Mr. Mayer asked whether, if he should file 
@ bill in the state court attacking the re- 
organization of the companies on the ground 
that they had acted in excess of their pow- 
ers, it would be contempt. Judge Grosscup 
answered: 

“That would be a difficult question. The 
probability is that pending the receivership 
proceedings, so far as the matter would be 
@ censure of the administration of the re- 
céivership, it would be a violation of the in- 
junction, because the court must keep its 
hands on all these enterprises."’ 

“* We intend,”’ said Mr. Mayer, “ to file a 
bill attacking the rights of the corporations 
as such, not with reference to the receivers 
at all, to enter into the undertaking they 
did.”’ 


“Any attempt,” rejoined the court, “to 
enjoin the corporation from acting under 
this modified lease will be taken as interfer- 
ence by the court.” 

“We intend to file a bill so that this ques- 
tion may be squarely presented as to that 
one issue alone,’’ said Mr. Mayer. 

“If you want to experiment with the court, 
doing it in good faith, that is the way to 
test it,”’ remarked Judge Grosscup. 

“We propose to test it that way,” con- 
cluded Mr. Mayer. 

Judge Grosscup announced that the for- 
mer contempt proceedings would remain un- 
decided pending the appeal, so, if the ob- 
jectors won, they could have the benefit of 
the date of the filing of their bill which pro- 
-voked the injunction. He also authorized 
the receivers to pay $88,000 due the stock- 
-jyolders of the North Chicago company under 
the modified lease on Oct. 15.

*O’Shea Asked to Explain. 

Of the charges against the department offi- 
cials that in connection with the building de- 
partment was the mostinvolved.

Mr. O’Shea 
has invented three fireproofing devices, and 
it was the intention of the questioning 
through which he and Commissioner Will- 
iams were put to discover if the plans were 
accepted after the O’Shea devices were used. 


Is Ordered to Investigate. 


There also arose a question as to whether 
the construction now is in conformity with 
the building law. Mr. O’Shea was instructed 
to examine the building himself and report 
next Tuesday. It was said that the pro- 
prietors of the building had placed the seat- 
ing capacity just under 1,000 to avoid the 
law which prescribes fireproof construction 
for a seating capacity over that number. | 

When the hearing began Commissioner 
Williams was given two sets of blueprint 
plans and asked to tell the difference between 
them. 

“One set was accepted and the other re- 
jected,’’ said Ald. Herrmann. 

“There isn’t any difference,”’.said Mr. 
Williams, after he had looked over them. 
“They both are from the same draft.’’ 

“ Why, then, was the one rejected and the 
other passed?’’ he was asked. 

“TJ don't know anything about it,”’ was the 
answer. ‘“ These plans seldom come before 
me. They are passed by Mr. O’Shea.”’ 

The deputy commissioner was sent for and 
shown the two sets of plans. | 


Pians Merely “Like Them.” 


“Did you ever see these plans before?’ 
asked Ald. Herrmann, showing him the “‘ re- 
jected "* ones. Mr. O’Shea looked them over 
carefully and declared he had seen some 
much like them, but he did not believe they 
were these. 

“These are not the plans I rejected,”’ he 
said. ‘‘ The ones I refused to take were pic- 
tures. They weren't plans. They were only 
halfGrawn. They were for wooden construc- 
tion. I told the man who brought them in 
that they wouldn't do—that he would have 
to have slow burning construction.” - 

“You rejected them, then, because of the 
lack of fire protection?’ 

“Yes. I told them they would have to 
have steel joists and steel laths. Cleveland 
was there at the time. 

“* Great Scot,’ he said, * I can’t afford to | 
spend all that money.’ 

“*T don't care whether you can afford it 
or not,’ I said. ‘ That’s the law ote you'll 
have to do it.’ ” 

“What happened then?” 

‘Then they brought in these other plans, 
which meet the requirements of the law and 
provide for slow burning construction.” 

“Is the building proceeding according to 
law?’ asked the alderman. 

“The inspector says it is,” replied the 
deputy commissioner. 

Mr. O'Shea then was asked to make a per- 
sonal investigation. 

“The point now is," said Ald. Herrmann, 
“to discover whether this plan which it is 
said was submitted and rejected was sub- 
mitted. Our information says it was. Mr. 
O’Shea says it was not.” 


Questions Put to Reynolds.

“A boiler inspector appeared in August 
and said that an inspection had to be made. 
We preferred to have it made on Sunday. 
Two inspectors came the next Sunday and 
demanded $8 for the work. I paid the money 
to Mauer. Then he came back and said that 
a disturbance had been made about it. He 
gave back the money and took a receipt. 
"1 nad called up the boiler inspector's 
office, and had asked why an extra fee was 
charged for Sunday work. They told me 
that the amount to be charged for Sunday 
work was not fixed and was left to the op- 
tion of the inspector. 

“They told me that I could figure it out 
myself that if the men had to get up Sunday 
and make an inspection the ¢ost would be 
larger. Later I got a copy of the ordinances, 
and found that the fee for boller inspection 
was a fixed amount, and that phey had been 
trying to ‘do’ me 


Excessive Charge “Legal. ” 

Ernest, Logie, engineer for the company, 
said that he had gone to the boiler inspector's 
office to make a personal inquiry about the 
tee for Sunday inspection and had been told 
that the inspectors were justified in making 
the demand. 

*“ When they discovered that we wanted the 
inspection on Sunday," he sald, “ they told 
us there would be a charge of $4 on each 
boiler. They said that if we didn’ t wnat to 
pay that we could close down the works and 
they would inspect the boilers some other 
day. When I called at the boiler inspector’s 
office I was told that this ‘charge was legal.”’ 

“Could you point out the man who told 
you this?’ asked Ald. Dixon. 
© I think I could if I saw him,” said Logie. 
' Ald. Dixon was delegated to take him up- 
stairs and point out the man in the office. 
One of the clerks was absent and his desk 
closed. Logie said that the manat that desk 
had been the one whotold him. This clerk 
was Henry Beaupre, now ill at his home. 

Deputy Collector McCarthy was called in

‘MOTHER AND CHILD FOUND 
DEAD IN BED BY POLICE. 


Mrs. Nellie Fisk é onl Son Victims of a 
Broken Gas Pipe at 596 Flournoy 
Street—Infant Is Expected to Die. 


Mrs. Nellie Fisk and her 14 old son, 
John, were asphyxiated last night while 
asleep in their house, 506 Flournoy street. 
By their side when the police broke open the 
door of their flat early this morning was 
found a 2 months old baby. The infant was 
still alive, though unconscious, and was 
taken to the county hospital in an attempt 
to revive it. Mother and son had been dead 
for seme time, the police beHeve.

In 
Mrs. Fisk's bedroom they found the mother 
and her two children. The mother and infant 
son were dead, but the little daughter .wWas 
still alive, but at the county hospital the 
physicians said she would die.

‘WEED LAW LAID 10 TRICK 


| ‘LEGISLATORS SAY IT WAS SNEAK- 


ED THRO UGH AT FINISH. 


‘Once Killed by House Com-. 


mittee — Complaints Pouring In 
About Commissioner Van Siooten’s 
Work—Owners of Lots Clear of Nox- 
fous Vegetation Receive Bills for 
Service That Could Not Have Been 
Performed—Offers to Compromise. 


Investigation made yesterday into the nox- 
ious weed law, under which Commissioner 
N. C. Van Slooten is trying to collect $31,000 
from property owners, disclosed the fact 
that Senator John Humphrey (‘* Farmer 
John ”’) fathered the measure in the legisla- 
ture. After being put through the senate 
the bill was called up in the house in the 


closing days of the session and passed with- 


out members of the house judidjary commit- 
tee, who had killed a counterpart of the sen- 
ate bill earlier in the session, knowing any- 
thing about it. 

** It was snap legislation sure enough, so far 
as the house was concerned,” said a repre- 
sentative and member of the judiciary com- 
** My recollection is blank 
as to the passage of the measure, but I re- 
member distinctly that a similar measure 
had a short life in the judiciary committee.” 

Representative B. F. Kleeman of the judi- 
cilary committee supplied further facts in re- 
gard to it. 

“Van Slooten came to me with the bill 
and a letter from one of my constituents 
asking me to introduce the measure in the 
house,’’ said Mr. Kleeman, “I did so, but 
poo wally it no further, and whem it came 
before the committee it was killed. About 

that time a similar measure was introduced 
in the senate by’ Senater Humphrey and 
passed. Later Van Slooten came to me and 
asked me to call the senate bill up in ae 
house, and I declined to do so. Later, if 
my recollection is correct, it was called up 
by Representative Frank E. Christian of 
Chicago and advanced. I have no recollec- 
tion of how it was passed, but it must have 
slid through in the rush at the close of the 
session.”’ 

Complaints of the conduct of the weed com- 
missioner are pouring in upon the county 
commissioners, the Citizens’ association, and 
the real estate board committee. Scores of 
instances were cited where Van Slooten has 
included in his bill property that was im- 
proved, and other tracts on which there were 
no weeds, or from which the owner haé re- 
moved the noxious vegetation. 


AUTO LINE INSIDE THEATER: 
NEW WAY TO REACH BOXES. 


Benjamin H. Marshall, Chicago Archi- 
tect, Applies Novel Idea in a Pitts-. 
Playhouse. 


Automobiles direct to box seats is an ar- 
rangement made for the convenience of thea- 
ter patrons by Benjamin H. Marshall, the 
Chicago architect. The new Nixon theater 
in Pittsburg, Pa., is the playhouse in which 
Mr. Marshall is about to apply his idea. 

Mr. Marshall has devised a system of slop- 
ing planes from the main entrance of the 
theater directly to the boxes on the second 
floor, stairways being dispensed with in so 
far as the second floor or upper boxes are 
concerned.

School Trustees Denounce 
Overcharging -and Start

BEGIN WITH HORSESHOES. 


City Is Accused of Stealing Four 
Hundred Feet of Wooden 
Sidewalk. 


“ The school board is paying more for every-. 


thing than anybody else. Contractors come 
in here and think they can overcharge the 
board simply because its a public body. Now, 
it’s horseshoes, yesterday it was something 
else, but it’s the same story all the time.” 

This declaration was made by Joseph 
Downey, former chairman of the buildings 
and grounds committee, at the meeting of 
that body yesterday. It resulted from a 
protest made by representatives of the Mas- 
ter Horseshoers’ association against the re- 
fusal of Business Manager Guilford to pay 
ening pair for shoeing the horses owned by the 

rd 

Ww. D. Ratigan, one of the labor men, de- 
clared that Foreman Norton of on school 
board’s stables had promised to y $38 a 
pair after April 15 and that when gee bills 
had been sent in by the union shoers the 
business manager had declined to pay more 
than $2. 


Trying to Mulct School Bozerd. 

Trustee Downey declared that Foreman 
Norton had no right to fix prices. “ This is 
just an example of the way people try to 
mulct us out of money,” declared Mr. Down- 
ey. “‘ No private concern or individual own- 
er of horses pays more than $2.50 a pair for 
horseshoeing.”’ 

It was urged by the labor men that thecity 
was paying $3. 

“* Tt doesn’ t matter to us what the city 
pays,”’ declared Trustee Fetzer. “‘ We do 
not propose to pay exorbitant prices just be- 
cause the city does.”’ 

It was voted to pay the union creditors 
$2.50 and no more. 

Architect Mundie reported that the city 
had stolen 400 feet of board sidewalk sur- 
rounding the vacant lot in the rear of the 
Gladstone school at Robey and Thirteenth 
streets. The matter was given into the 
hands of Attorney Maher. 

The use of a room in the Dante school was 
granted to the Rev. Edmond M. Dunne, pas- 
tor of Holy Guardian Angels’ church, for 
Sunday school purposes.

Wolff Charges Cause Stir.

I believe that 
your taste and judgment wijJl concur with 
mine in the conviction that no quotations 
of this vulgar kind c@n do credit to a book; 
and that unless something looking like the 
real opinion of a tolerably educated writer, 
in a respectable journal, can be given, it 
would be better to abstain from ‘opinions 
of the press’ altogether.”

Thomas E. Watson's Life: of Napoleon. 


The Reviewer Asks: ‘Is It History?" 


SAID in my last Saturday's letter that 
one got mon of the personality of thé 
author in . Henry James’ “ Life of 
William Wetmore Story” than in any 
biography I had read in many years. I 
must have forgotten the “Life of Na- 
poleon,”” by the Hon. Thomas EB. Watson, 
when I made that statement. One certainly 
does get a good deal of the character of Mr. 
Watson in his biographies; not so much his 
opinions as in the case of Mrs. James, but 
his style is unmistakably characteristic. All 
who have read either his *“* History of 
France” or his “ Life of Napoleon” will 
agree with me on this point, I am sure. 

It Was a happy thought on the part of 
Messrs. D. Appleton & Co. to get Mr. Watson 
to write of Jefferson, not that he was the best 
man for the purpose, but because a book by 
him on this subject is bound to have readérs. 
Mr. Watson is not a great writer and his 
style is not one to recommend to young au- 
thors, but at the same time there is some- 
thing about his books that holds the reader’s 
attention. 

In the prefegce which accompanies this 
book Mr. Watson expresses a certain amount 
of resentment that most of the books treat- 
ing of American history and biography should 


have been written by northern men, South-/ 


ern men of the old régime were not, he says, 
much given to the writing of books, and 
“when the man of New England strode 
forward, pen in hand, nominated himself cus- 
todian of our national archives, and began 
to compile the record, nobody seriously con- 
tested the office.’’ This being the case, New 
England “got handsome treatment in our 
national] histories. Tended by the reverential 
hands of her own sons, her historical graves 
have been kept green indeed. The micro- 
scope, applied to every historical scene and 
character in New England, has let no exeel- 
lence escape its magnifying power.”” Mr. 
Watson, however, admits that this was quite 
natural, He does not deny that New England 
deserved good treatment in our histories, but 
at the same time he is free to remark that 
“the history of New England is not the 
history of the whole union.” | 

Mr. Watson can conceive of nothing more 
ominous of future trouble than the continued 
growth of purely sectional literature. “ As 
long as northern authors ‘ write at’ the 
south, and southern authors ‘ write back at’ 
the north, we are cultivating perilous condi- 
tions. Upon the fertile seedbed of sectional 
prejudice and jealousy such books are broad- 
casting the seed of strife whose harvest will 
be gathered in the years to come.” 

In writing the life of Thomas Jefferson Mr. 
Watson declared that he has made “an 
earnest effort to deal fairly with the man,, 
the facts, the times, the different sections— 
his friends and his enemies.’’ In other words, 
he has gone in for fair play and given the 
devil,; whether from New England or the 
south, his due. 

In preparing this volume the author tells 
us he Has used every known source of infor- 
mation. He has gone to the fountainhead 
wherever possible, and he has interviewed 
‘perhaps the only man now living who can 
claim a personal and vivid recollection of 
both Lafayette and Jefferson.” | 

Mr. Watson's book is readable, as I have 
already intimated, but is it history? He 
gallops through the incidents in Jefferson’s 
life with almost breathless haste, so that 
the reader gallops through the book with him 
and has a feeling of exhaustion by the time 
he reaches the finish. Mr. Watson says lit- 
tle in criticism of Jefferson's private or pub- 
lic acts, which perhaps is just as well. He 
undoubtedly admires the famous democrat 
devotedly and thinks that most of the things 
that he did were right. | 

Perhaps because Mr. Jefferson is not as pic- 
turesque a figure as Napoleon, Mr. Watson 
has not made as picturesque a book out of 
his Life and Times.” At any rate, we have 
a Watsonian if not a Jeffersonian volume, 
which will no doubt catch the public ear and 
the public eye as well, for Mr. Watson's man- 
ner of breaking up his pages into exclama- 
tory paragraphs is sure to attract such read-

ers as dislike solid pages no matter what 
their contents may be. 2 

Mrs. Charlotte Perkins Gilman, whose de- 
cided views on many social subjects have at- 
tracted attention in two hemispheres, pub- 
lishes immediately through Messrs. McClure, 
Phillips & Co. a book entitled “The Home, 
Its Work and Influence.” Mre. Gilman is an 
unusually bright writer. Her pages feirly 
scintillate; but she is more than a writer of 
scintillations, and I take no risk when I say 
that this book will be widely read, widely 
reviewed, and variously commented on. 
There will be many who like it and many 
more who do not. It is not a book to fall 
dead upon the market; it has too much life 
in it for that. 

In offering this study to a public accus- 
tomed only to the unquestioning acceptance 
of the home as something “ perfect, holy, 
quite abéve discussion,”’ Mrs. Gilman thinks 
that a word of explanation is needed. First, 
she wishes to state clearly and definitely that 
“the purpose of this book is to maintain 
and improve the home. Criticism there is, 
deep and thorough; but not with the inten- 
tion of robbing us of one essential element 
of home life—rather of saving us from con- 
ditions not only unessential but gravely 
detrimental to home life. Every human be- 


ing should have a home; the single person. 
| his or her home; and the family their home.” 


Further on in the introduction Mrs. Gilman 
says: 

“Our convictions about the home go down 
to the uttermost depths; and have changed 
less under the tooth of time than any oth- 
ers, yet the facts involved have altered most 
radically. The structure of the home has 
changed from cave to tent, from tent to hut, 
from hut to house, fram house to block or 
towering pile of ‘ flats’; the functions of the 
home have changed from every incipient 
industry known to past times, to our re- 
maining few; the inmates of the home have 
changed, from the polygamous group and its 
crowd of slaves to the one basic family rela- 
tion of father, mother, and child; but our 
feelings have remained the same.” 

Mrs. Gilman adds in concluding the intro- 
duction: 3 

‘* Home—with ‘all that the sweet word 
means; home for each of us, in its best sense; 
yet shorn of its inordinate expenses, freed 
of its grinding labors, open to the blessed 
currents of progress that lead and lift us all— 
this we may have and keep for all time. 

“It is, therefore, with no iconoclastic 
frenzy of destruction, buteas one bravely 
pruning a most preciéus tree, that this book 
is put forward; inquiring as to what is and 
what is not vital to the subject; and claim- 
ing broadly that with such and such cling- 
ing masses cut away, the real home life will 
be better established and more richly fruitful 
for good than we have ever known before.” 

There is not a chapter In this book that 
has not some special interest of its own, and 
a reading of the table of conterits will show 
the variety of subjects that are treated. 
Simple home topics such as “ The Home asa 
Work Shop.” “The Housewife,” “ The 
Housemaid,.” Home Cooking,”’ Domestic 
Art.” and #0 on, tell us what Mrs. Gilman 
knows of practical things. Then we come to 
“ Home Influence on Men.” On this latter 
subject she says: 

We are taught that man most loves and ad- 
mires the domestic type of woman. This is one 
of the roaring jokes of history. The breakers of 
hearts, the queens of romance, the goddesses of a 
,aousand devotees have not been cooks. 

Women in general are attractive to men, but 
let a woman be glaringly conspicuous—the great 
singer, dancer, actress—immediately she has lov- 
ers without number. The best loved women of all 
time have not been the little, brown birds at home, 
by any means. Of course, when a man marries 
the queen of.song he expects her to settle at once 
to the nest and remain there. But does he there- 
after maintain the same degree of devotion that he 


‘bestowed before? It is not easy, after all, te 


maintain the height of romantic devotion for: one’s 
house servant—or even one’s housekeeper. The 
man loves his wife, but it is in spite of the 
not because of it.

If sandwiches are nicely prepared and 
neatly packed in waxed paper nothing is 
nicer for school lufiches. You can vary 
them wonderfully from day to day, so that 
they seem tike different dishes, and they 
only needba. pint of rich milk to make a per- 
fectiy satisfactory luncheon. 

Here is a fancy butter which keeps for a 
fortnight or so on ice: Beat one-half pound 
fresh butter to a cream, mix in lightly a gill 
of stifiy whipped cream, with mustard, salt, 
and, if liked, a dash of cayenne pepper to 
taste. The butter for sandwiches is always 
more delicate when beaten to a cream before 
using. 

Meat cut for sandwiches should be sliced 
thinly and neatly, all skin, hard parts, or 
sinews carefully removed, and then delicately 
seasoned with salt and pepper, although I 
use little of both for children. 

To the meat add sliced and pared cucum- 
ber, lettuce leaves, mustard, and cress, or 
sliced tomatees.

CASPIAN BEATS 
OUT HAWTHORNE 


Wins the Transylvania Stake, 
the Favorite Getting 
Only Third. 


SECOND MONEY TO KENT. 


Rank Outsider Trails Winner

Lexington, Ky., Oct. 9.—[{Special.)—It was 
expected the $6,000 Transylvania stake for 
2:12 trotters, set for decision today, would 
furnish a great contest, and the general ex- 
pectation was that Scott Hudson's roan 
mare Hawthorne, winner of the $20,000 Bon- 
ner memorial at New York early in the cam- 


paign, would prove the victor. 
ways favorite in the betting and before the 
start sold even against the field, which con- 
sisted of Dillon Boy, John Mac, Kinney Lou, 
Kent, George Muscovite, and Caspian. As 
events turned out Hawthorne did not win a 
heat and had only fourth money to her credit 
at the close of the race. 

Caspian, a Cleveland trotter, won in 
straight heats, and as in none of his miles was 
he headed the victory was clean cut and 
decisive. .In the first heat there was an in- 
disposition on the part of all hands to go 
any faster than was necessary the first part 
of the mile, and a cold wind likewise helped 
to slow everybody. Caspian showed a trifle 
to the good when the first turn was reached,* 
and Kinney Lou was well up at that point. 

The first quarter in :34 was a joke for that 
class of horses, and going down the back- 
stretch there was practically no improve- 
ment, as the time to the half was 1:07%.

Con- 
sequently the pace improved in the next mile, 
the quarter being done in :82% and the half in 
1:05, with Caspian in front all the time.

The mile 
was 2:10%, and one of the poorest Transyl- 
vanias from a time standpoint was ended.

MONEY MARKET IS EASIER. 


General Market Shows No Lose in 
Strength, While the Agricultural 
Reports Are Satisfactory—Interior 
Merchants No Longer Hesitate to 
Fill Stocke—Railways Struggling to 
Avoid Congestion in Freight—Grain 
Shipments Far Exceed Last Year. 


Dun’s review of Chicago trade, issued bY 
R. G. Dun & Co., the mercantile agency, will 
say: 

With increased dealings at the bands, as 
reflected by the volume of clearings, and- 
an easier tone in the money market, general 
trade conditions disclose no falling off in 
the essential elements of strength. 
and western demands for finished products 
and staple merchandise compare favorably 
with a year ago. Current distribution of 
necessities tndicates well maintained pur- 
chasing power, and while deliveries are made 
as fast as possible many: requirements are 
delayed, owing to scarcity of the commodi- 
ties called for and much business ip manu- 
facturing cannot be completed earlier than 
next spring.

Large Contracts for Rails. 

Large contracts were placed for rails with- 
out amy change in the established price and 
many. specifications are being considered, 
promising much work in heavy construction 
for industrial purposes and transportation. 
Car builders obtained a fresh flow of orders 
for traffic equipment and railroad manage- 
ment is severely tested in the effort to cope 
with accumulating difficulties In the move- 
ment offreight.

The shipping demand was fairly good, but 
the heavy supplies forced a decline in values. 
Choice beeves and sheep closed 20 cents a 
hundred weight lower. Hogs suffered the 
worst fall, 75 cents, due to lessened needs of 
packers, The export movement of provisions 
slightly advanced, but on growing avail- 
able supplies values shrunk in rfbs $1 and 
in lard 85 cents. Pork is firmly held at $11. 
Receipts, compared with the corresponding 
week of 1902, increased in hogs 9 per cent, 
eattle 12, flour 15, butter 17, dressed beef 
29. barley 72, hides 95, seeds 125, and corn 
220. Decreases are, wheat and cheese 6 
per cent, sheep 7, rye 25, oats 34, lard 60, and 
wool G2. 

Bank clearings for the six days ending 
Friday, $186,688,751, are 15 per cent better 
than a year ago. The banks are readily 
meeting the needs of local borrowers, Ship- 
ments of currency for movement of grain 
are not yet important, but there is notable 
gain in advances upon cotton bills. The dis- 
count rate is held to 6 per cent for choice 
commercial paper. Bond dealers find the in- 
vestment interest In high grade issues to be, 
reviving, but sales of local securities are 30 
per cent less, the ten active stocks showing

TRADE CONDITIONS ARE EASIER 


Uneasiness Concerning Crops Passing 
as Season Advances—Reviews by 
Dun and Bradstreet. 


New York, Oct. 9.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s week- 
ly review of trade tomorrow willsay: “ Un- 
easiness regarding the financial situation re- 
cedes as the season advances without pro- 
ducing any monetary pressure in connection 
with crop moving. The proposed reduction 
in pig iron output has been indorsed by all 
leading producers, steadying prices just 
when changes in freight rates started an- 
other reduction. Other manufacturing news 
is favorable, except where the raw material 
markets are or labor struggles 
cause trouble. The suspension of an iron 
plant. was attributed to the latter cause, and 
the movement of cotton at New Orleans also 
suffered because of a strike. Trade locally 
is quiet, preparations for election, with un- 
seasonable weather, having an adverse effect. 


Trade in Chicago Brisk. 

* Trade is brisk at Chicago, orders well dis- 
tributed, and payments prompt. Railways 
are not yet severely congested by the crops, 
yet there is some delay in traffic and earnings 
for September are 8.1 per cent larger than 
last year. Latest returns of foreign com- 
merce at this port are unsatisfactory, ex- 
ports showing a loss of $1,188,646, compared 
with the same week last year, and imports 
decreasing $2,577,124. Bank exchanges at 
New York for the week were 23.6 per cent 
smaller than last year, while at other leading 
cities there was a gain of 4.4 per cent. 

* Reduced dividends and curtailed produc- 
tion in the fron and steel industry show that 
conservatism is increasing and that there is 
no disposition to disguise the fact that busi- 
ness is not progressing without interruptions. 
Yet there is nothing alarming in the situa- 
tion, and a few years ago the contracts now 
in sight would have assured full occupation 
for all plants. 

Textiles Less Active. 

“ Textile manufacturers report no increase 
in business, and jobbing trade is less active 
than in the busy weeks immediately pre- 
ceding. Another sharp fall in raw cotton has 
not stimulated makers of goods, nor are 
buyers disposed to be any less conservative. 
A generally lower level of quotations for the 
leading farm staples was most encouraging. 
It indicated that supplies were coming freely 
to market and testified to the growing con- 
fidenee in ample crops. 

“ Failures this week numbered 289 tn the 
United States, against 245 last year, and 17 


‘tn Canada, compared with 21 a year ago.” 


Volume Less than Last Year. 

Bradstreet's will tomorrow say of thestate 
of trade: “ Trade conditions are still irregu- 
lar, Business is of fair volume, but not so 
active as a year ago, partly because of the 
backward season, heavy rains interfering 
with crop movement and collections, vexa- 
tious labor troubles, past and present;. dis- 
couraging building operations, and the 
spread of the conservative feeling among 
buyers, based upon stock market liquidation; 
and the feeling that high prices of many 
products will tend, if it has not already done 
so, to automatically check. consumption. 

“Many underlying conditions are, how- 
ever, still favorable. Firat in importance 
should be reckoned the decidedly better tone 
of advices from the corn crop, which has de- 
veloped a larger yield and a better quality 
than was earlier deemed possible. Special 
inquiry by Bradstreet’s points to a yield of 
at least 2,250,000,000 bushels of a grade gen- 
erally far superior'to that of a year ago. 
Lower prices for this and other cereals, and 
for cotton, whose yield will be smaller than 
seemed probable a month ago, seem likely to 
help backward export trade in these products 
and improve the foreign exchange outlook. 
Collections, too, though backward, are im- 
proving as the grain and cotton movements 


expand. |

This, it ie belleved, will secure the 
maintenance of stable rates on import traffic. 
Heretofore the through rate om imported 
goods has been less than the rate on home 
products. Many imported articles, for ex- 
ample, could be shipped from London to 
Missouri river points cheaper than the same 
article could be shipped from the Atlantic 
seaboard to the same points 

The new agreement, it is understood, pro- 
vides that all import rates are to be based 
on Baltimore, which will be the 100 per cent 
point. Steamship lines have agreed to accept 
a fixed percentage of the Baltimore rate on 
all imports by way of the gulf ports and to 
south Atlantic ports, which, i is claimed, 
will protect the home industries. 


Transportation Notes. 


The total earnings from operation of the 
entire Baltimore and Ohio system for July 
and August were $12,800,899, an increase of 
$1,287,531.
